Department,  from  other  officers  of  the  Council  as  well  as  from  Councillors 
and  in  particular  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee .

G-eneral  Comment, 


The  Urban  District  of  Petersfield  comprises  the  small  country  town 
of  that  name  together  with  a  surrounding  area  of  agricultural  land, 
lying  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  Hampshire  bordering  on  West  Sussex. 

The  town  is  just  north  of  the  gap  in  the  South  Downs  between 
Butser  Hill  and  War  Down  and  the  main  road  and  railway  from  London  to 
Portsmouth  run  through  the  town. 

Apart  from  one  rubber  factory  there  are  no  major  industries  in  the 
district;  the  town  is  mainly  a  shopping  centre  and  residential  area.  Of 
several  light  industries  in  the  area  the  rubber  works  is  the  largest 
single  employer.  There  is  also  a  large  wholesale  dairy  in  the  town,  and 
an  abattoir.

1964  was  a  year  remarkable  for  the  fine  summer  and  for  a  rainfall 
that  was  below  the  annual  average  for  the  area.  It  was  also  the  year  in 
which  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  gained  unprecedented 
publicity  on  television  and  in  the  newspapers.  One  undoubted  benefit 
was  to  bring  home  to  food  handlers  the  great  importance  of  scrupulous 
personal  hygiene  and  of  the  proper  storage  of  foodstuffs,  especially  of 
cooked  meats.  There  is  a  natural  tendency  to  relapse  from  the  high 
standards  induced  by  the  emotion  of  a  11  crisis”  ,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  lessons  of  Aberdeen  have  not  been  altogether  forgotten.  All 
premises  which  might  possibly  have  held  cans  of  corned  beef  from  the 
suspect  batches  were  visited;  none  were  found. 

The  swimming  pool  was  in  considerable  demand  during  the  summer; 
bacteriological  testing  was  carried  out  regularly  and  all  results 
were  satisfactory.  The  tendency  for  the  water  to  become  acid  (causing 
some  stinging  of  the  eyes)  was  corrected  by  adding  alkali,  and  the 
acidity  is  now  tested  regularly  and  remedial  action  taken  when  necessary. 


The  block  of  flats  for  the  elderly  known  as  lies  ton  House  w  as  com¬ 
pleted  and  brought  into  use.  This  provides  excellent  accommodation, 
either  as  single  bed-sitting  rooms  with  kitchen  annexe  or  as  double  flats. 
There  are  pleasant  public  rooms,  a  laundry,  a  spare  bedroom  in  which 
guests  can  stay.  There  is  a  resident  v/arden. 

Already  by  the  summer  of  1965  the  grounds  are  looking  pleasant,  due 
to  the  efforts  of  several  of  the  residents. 

Central  heating  and  hot  water  are  provided  for  the  whole  block  from 
a  central  boiler;  there  is  therefore  no  fear  of  inadequate  heating  in  winter.

The  crude  Death  Rate  per  1000  population  was  14*6  for  1964.  However, 
for  comparison  with  the  national  figures  this  has  to  be  corrected  for  age 
and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  of  the  district.  The  corrected 
death  rate  is  11*4  compared  with  a  rate  of  11*3  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
characteristic  of  the  Petersfield  population  is  that  it  contains  rather  more 
elderly  persons  than  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  most  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  heart  disease  (l9%  of  all  deaths). 
’’Strokes"  caused  17%,  and  various  other  heart  diseases  11%.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  caused  4  deaths  (3%)  all  in  males,  and  13%  of  all  deaths  v/ere  due  to 
cancer  of  all  kinds.  All  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  taken  to¬ 
gether  caused  52%  of  deaths.  Road  accidents  caused  3  deaths  and  other 
accidents  also  3  deaths. 

It  will  be  seen  that  75%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65 
years  and  over  (89  deaths).  Of  the  three  deaths  in  persons  aged  betv/een 
15  and  25,  one  was  due  to  a  malignant  growth  and  one  to  an  accident. 

One  little  girl  was  killed  in  a  motor  vehicle  accident.

G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

With  the  increasing  throughput  at  The  G-range  Abattoir,  the  time 
spent  on  meat  inspection  duties  occupies  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
working  week.  The  appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  meant  that  a  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  The  G-range 
Abattoir  can  be  carried  out  without  neglecting  the  other  duties  of  the 
office,  although  a  certain  amount  of  inspection,  particularly  on  Saturdays, 
has  to  be  undertaken. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  came  into  operation 
during  the  year,  and  all  premises  affected  by  the  Act  have  been  registered 
and  inspected.  In  co-operation  with  the  Council’ s  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
all  new  proposals  are  examined  to  ascertain  whether  they  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  and  T/ater  are  taken  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  water  at  the  swimming  baths  at  the  Town  Hall  and  at  Churcher’s 
College  are  sampled  weekly  during  the  period  they  are  being  used* 

I  am  grateful  to  all  the  officers  of  the  other  Departments  for  their 
willing  help  at  all  times  during  the  year,  and,  particularly  to  the 
Council's  additional  Inspector,  Mr.  Carter,  for  his  loyal  and  conscientious 
co-operation  at  all  times. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply 

The  Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  Y/ey  Valley  Water  Company, 
Farnham,  the  chief  source  of  supply  remaining  the  two  deep  boreholes  at 
Sheet,  augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oakshott.  All  the  houses  in  the 
district  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Companies  mains,  with  the  exception 
of  four  houses  supplied  from  wells. 

The  supply,  which  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  is  adequate,  and 
during  the  year  47  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
of  which  7/ere  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  regularly  subject  the  water 
to  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  supply  me  with  copies  of 
the  analyst's  reports,  all  of  which  indicate  that  the  water  is  at  all  times 
of  a  suitable  quality  for  human  consumption.

Swimming  Baths 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Urban  Area,  namely  the  Petersfield 
Swimming  Bath  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  school  bath  at  Churcher's 
College,  and  in  consequence  of  the  exceptionally  fine  and  warm  summer  the 
Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  was  extensively  used.  This  particular  bath 
water^is  tested  thrice  daily  during  the  season  both  for  residual  chlorine 
and  P  value,  and  in  addition  from  both  baths  samples  of  water  are  taken 
weekly  for  bacteriological  examination  with  the  following  re suits

The  explanation  f or  the  difference  in  results  is  that  whereas  the  water 
in  the  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water 
at  Churcher's  is  subject  to  chlorination  only,  the  absence  of  filtration 
leading  to  less  than  satisfactory  results.  It  is  understood  that  steps  are 
now  being  taken  for  the  installation  of  an  efficient  filtration  plant  at 
this  bath. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

As  previously  reported  the  Council  have  in  the  course  of  preparation  a 
scheme  for  the  modernisation  and  enlargement  of  their  existing  disposal  works, 
which  in  their  present  state  are  seriously  overloaded,  and  also  for  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  new  sewers  into  those  parts  of  the  area  not  no w  served. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  some  80  cesspools  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  are  emptied  twice  a  year  without  charge  upon  application  to  the  Health 
Department* 

In  addition  there  are  some  60  houses  with  pail  closets.  On  behalf  of 
the  Council  these  are  emptied  twice  weekly  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern 
Counties)  Ltd  of  Botley,  Southampton. 


Public  Cleansing 


The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  all  roads  in  the 
district. 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  made,  and,  in  addition, 
trade  refuse  is  also  collected. 

All  these  services  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor's  Department. 


Refuse  Tips 

The  refuse  tip  is  situate  on  land  adjoining  the  Council's  sev/age 
disposal  works,  and  far  enough  away  from  any  habitation  to  give  rise 
to  any  nuisanc©  complaints.  The  useful  life  of  this  site  as  a  tip  is 
rapidly  approaching  its  end,  and,  in  the  future,  by  agreement  with  the 
Petersfield  Rural  District  Council,  tipping  will  take  place  in  their  area. 


Shops 

Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  although  shops  are  regularly  inspected  mainly  when  these 
premises  are  visited  under  other  statutes* 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963.

Although  the  owner  has  been  given  a  period  of  several  years  to  comply  with 
all  the  requirements  of  his  site  licence  there  is  still  much  work  to  be 
done  here  before  full  compliance  is  affected,  and,  in  connection  therewith 
the  site  operator  has  been  contacted  several  times.

Complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  were  again  relatively  few  in  number 
but  survey  work  was  carried  out,  mainly  when  visiting  premises  for  other 
purposes* 

Regular  treatments  were  given  to  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage 
Works.  Small  infestations  in  the  Council  Yard  and  Sheet  Institute  were 
also  dealt  with. 

A  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  The  Causeway,  Cranford  Road 
Area  and  The  Borough,  was  carried  out  in  May  and  October,  only  very  slight 
infestation  was  recorded.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  19 44,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October, 
1949,  places  the  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  the  retail  dairies 
and  distributors  on  Local  Authorities. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
Regulations,  i960,  the  licensing  of  Pasteurising  Plants  and  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  are  the  responsibility  of  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities.  The  Hampshire  County 
Council  have  delegated  their  functions  to  the  Councils  of  County  Districts. 


There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  at  a  large  wholesale  depot, 
where  conditions  and  supervision  are  satisfactory.  This  pasteurising  plant  is 
a  High  Temperature  Short  Time  Plant,  from  which  samples  have  been  regularly 
taken  over  the  last  fifteen  years  without  a  failure. 

Regular  samp  es  were  again  taken  to  check  the  sterilisation  of  milk  bottles* 
Of  54  bottles  tested,  all  were  satisfactory. 

Clean  bottles  are  beneficial  to  all  concerned,  and  there  is  less  souring  of 
milk.  The  average  count  per  pint  bottle  of  the  satisfactory  bottle  samples  was 
only  23,  as  the  accepted  standard  is  600  per  pint  bottle,  this  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  dairy  concerned,  and  is  a  continuation  of  the  high  hygienic 
standard  under  which  this  plant  is  operated.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  Petersfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  Ltd  continue  to  expand  their 
business  which  is  carried  out  from  The  G- range  Abattoir,  Petersfield  where 
facilities  are  also  available  for  local  butchers  to  have  their  own  animals 
killed,  and  also  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Meat  from  this  abattoir  is  distributed  over  a  wide  area  of  East  Hampshire 
Sussec  and  Surrey,  and  even  the  Channel  Islands  are  supplied. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  maintained, 
this  entailing  evening  and  Saturday  visits  of  inspections,  but,  apart  from 
peak  killing  immediately  prior  to  Christmas,  no  slaughtering  is  carried  out 
on  Sundays. 


The  nuoior  of  animals  passing  through  the  abattoir  continues  to  increase, 
the  total  animals  killed  39692  being  an  increase  of  9243  or  33fo  over  the 
throughput  for  1963,  and  1 671 2  or  60%  more  than  was  killed  in  1962. 

Cysticercus  Bovis. 

25  cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  in  1963*  the  majority  being 
single  cysts. 

Cysticercus  bovis,  of  which  cattle  are  the  intermediate  host  is  the 
cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  and  can  be  transmitted  to  human  beings 
when  raw  or  undercooked  beef  containing  a  live  cyst  is  eaten.  No  generalised 
infestation  was  discovered  at  Petersfield.  Yihere  less  widespread  infestation 
with  live  cysts  was  discovered,  the  carcases  were  subjected  to  a  period  of 
refrigeration  treatment  which  had  the  effect  of  killing  the  cysts.

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955>  places  restrictions  on  the 
addition  of  other  substances  to  any  food  constituents.  Probably  the  most 
important  section  in  Part  1  of  the  Act  is  section  2,  which  relates  to  the  sale 
of  food  and  drugs  which  are  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded  by 
the  purchaser.  Most  of  the  prosecutions  which  arise  are  in  respect  of  offences 
under  this  section.
